Dear Mr. Narain:

This letter responds to your administrative appeal to the Mayor under the District of Columbia
Freedom of Information Act, D.C. Official Code 8§ 2-537(a)(2001) (“DC FOIA”), dated August
2, 2012 (the “Appeal”). You (“Appellant”) assert that the Office of Human Rights (“OHR”)
improperly withheld records in response to your request for information under DC FOIA dated
July 3, 2012 (the “FOIA Request”) by failing to respond to the FOIA Request.

Appellant’s FOIA Request sought records relating the investigation regarding his complaint to
OHR. When a response to the FOIA Request was not received, Appellant initiated the Appeal.
In response to the Appeal, by email dated August 7, 2012, OHR notified Appellant that it would
provide the requested records to him. By email on the same date, Appellant stated that he would
pick up the records.

Based on the foregoing, we will now consider your Appeal to be moot and it is dismissed,

without prejudice to challenge the response of OHR.
